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AS this Booklist goes to press, first copies of Robert K. Shaw’s 
life of Samuel Swett Green are delivered from the printers. 
This is the second in the series, “American Library Pioneers,” 
edited by Arthur E. Bostwick, and since its subject, Mr. Green, 
was one of the founders of the A. L. A. and a leading spirit in its 
early days, its publication in 1926 is particularly appropriate. 
Samuel Swett Green stands out from these pages, scholarly, culti- 
vated, erudite, but at the same time a practical and an enterpris- 
ing librarian. More than one good librarian has been made out 
of a library trustee—Mr. Green was one of these. Robert K. 
Shaw has given us a fine account of his life, straightforward and 
appreciative, and the printers have produced a volume to delight 
the eye. 


N interesting contribution to library literature is a collection 
of essays by William Warner Bishop called The backs of 
books, recently published by Williams and Wilkins. The author, 
a former president of the American Library Association and a 
present member of its executive board, is as well known as any 
member of the profession and his papers and addresses, gathered 
from various sources to make up this volume, are well worth 
preservation in this permanent and attractive form. Those who 
heard or read them at the time of their first appearance will en- 
joy a renewal of acquaintance; the young librarian will draw in- 
spiration from their reading, and all must feel a satisfaction in 
their scholarship. One is struck by this sentence in the title essay: 
“Ordinarily, specialists grow narrow, but deep; librarians too 
often grow broad, but shallow.” A statement to consider. 


y ie Carpenter travel books are no longer sold as separate 

titles but are now handled as a subscription set by their 
publishers, Doubleday, Page and company. This is another in- 
stance of publishers restricting the sale of individual titles, and 
while it is undoubtedly financially advantageous to the publishers, 
it is unfortunate for libraries. Some dealers, like The Baker and 
Taylor Company in New York, have broken lots of the Car- 


penter books and may be able to help libraries in completing their 
sets.
